The report of Admiral Togo on^the blockadiflg operation of Port 


Arthur:

At 3:30 a. m., March 27th, we have sent thfcsecond blockad- 


ing expedition of four vessels escorted by torpedo-destroyera and a 
torpedo flotilla, tothe mouth of Port Arthur. In spite of the enemy's 
searchlight, theyproceeded directly to within two marine leagues of 
the-shore, when they were discovered.by the enemy. They were 
attacked by savage fire from the forts on both sides of the shore and 
the guardships. Undaunted by the fire, our ships proceeded into the 
inner roadstead^ The Chiyo Maru was anchored 'and sunk herself 
within half cable to the west'of the Golden Hilt 
» 


The Fukui Maru, while passing,thefleft-hand side of the Chiyo 


Maru and while attempting to'anchot, was discovered and torpedoed 
by the enemy's torpedo-boat, and was^sunk in that position,' The

here about April 8.

Captain Hamlet of the revenue cutter Hugh McCulloch has been 


detached from that vessel and ordered to the Thetis. 
The vessel 


will remain in this port some time aad then proceed to Point Bar- 
row on her yearly cruised 


Upon the Thetis' departure anoth'er cutter will probably be sent 


here to replace her, and vessels wiH be alternated until the one being 
built, for Hawaiian waters is finished and sent here for permanent 
use. 


The Thetis is an interesting vessel. She has a history which 


is closely interwoven with jeveuts in the Pacific Ocean. The vessel 
was once a whaler and was purchased by the United States gov- 
ernment in 1883 from a Dundee firm. After being fitted up, she was 
sent on a relief expedition in search of the Greeley Arctic expedition, 
found the members of the party, and returned them to the State?. 


As a United States survey steamer, under the command of 
Cap- 


tain Geo. C. Rciter, in 1892 this vessel surveyed the ocean's bottom 
from Point Conception to Hilo, and at that time'the officers of the 
vessel declared that this route would be the best for the laying of a 
cable from the United State* to Hawaii.

The most prominent feature- Of the.

AMERICAN PROGREJJ. 


The Statistical Abstract of the United 


States for the year 1S03, Issued by the, 
Xtepartment of "Commerce, and Labor 
through4 Its Bureau of Statisflcs, has 
just made its appearance. It la a sofid 
anass ot 860 pages of , figures, ,with 
Bcarcely * fine' ofr-'^eadlng^^ter"- 
other than the tables at figures and 
their necessary headlines. Tet a study 
of Its tabular statements develops 
many interesting facts about the Uni- 
' ted States, Its progress, development, 


and. 'relation to the other countries of 
the World. It to interesting, ior ex- 
ample, to observe, a* shown on page 
664, that the exports of domestic prod- 
ucts from the United States now ex- 
ceed those of any other country of the 
•world,* They amounted to JliSSS.SSljOOO, 
against $1^79,283,000 from the United 
Kingdom. H,113^13,000 from Germany, 
9820,671,000 from France and $732,975,000 
from: Netherlands. 
In Imports, the 


United States stands, third, the world's 
largest importer being the United 
Kingdom, $2,571,416,000; Germany sec- 
ond, tt,WO,m,000; the United States 
third1 ,'fMtt6,7».eWj Netherlands fourth, 
98(7.808,000, and'France fifth, 1848,046,000; 
The above figures of Imports and. ex-

Begarding the details of the foreign 


commerce of the United States, the 
Abstract shows that 72 per cent Of the 
exports 'were sent to Europe, 16 per cent 
to North America, and the remainder 
distributed- in much smaller percent- 
ages to South America, Asia, Oceania.

-Mr. D. I* TVithington, of Ho- 
nolulu, has beenvat the Capitol much 
of the tune during the past week look- 
ing after the interests of 'his company 
in that legislation and he has* been 
aided by Mr. A. B. Browne, oa very able 
lawyer of this city.

'Honolulu Is a city of about 40,000 


Inhabitants. A gas company was or- 
ganized in 1859, which put in a plant, 
but subsequently failed and the com- 
pany went out of existence. There IB 
a company* furnishing electricity for 
light XJght for the public, buildings 
and for street purposes is also fur- 
nished by a separate plant owned by 
the Government- There Is,' however, a 
strong demarid for the introduction of 
gas for fuel purposes, and also as an 
llluminant, in the latter of which it 
would, come Into competition with .the 
electric company. 


"The act}- the. approval of: which at 


amended, We recommend, was' passed 
with but one 'dissenting vote in the 
house, and two dissenting votes in the 
senate of :Hawali, and approved by the 
governor. As originally passed by the 
Hawaiian legislature, it provided for a 
'maximum Charge of $2.50 per thousand 
feet and for a thirty-five year, fran- 
chise., iThfe franchise Is subject to the 
payment of 2% .per cent of the gross 
receipts to the treasurer of the Terri- 
tory, and also in case of supplying- il- 
luminating gaSr to furnish gas free for 
fifty street lights the first year and five 
more in addition each succeeding year 
"The press of Honolulu, -of ail parties 


and factions, and the prospective con- 
sumers representing various occupa- 
tions and employments, by petition 
have urged the passage of the bill with- 
out modification, and so far as your 
committee .is advised, there is BO oppo- 
sition in the islands to its approval. 


"But the 'committee have
